JOE COBURN ON THE FIGHT. 


Joe Coburn thought the fight was a most 
excellent exhibition of the manly art. He 
looks upon Sullivan as a perfect wonder and 
yond all peradventure the greatest fighter in 
the world. At first he was surprised that 
Sullivan had not knocked out Kllrain 
much sooner than he did, but this 
was satisfactorily explained when the 
injury to the champion’s left hand was made 
known. He did not think Sullivan as good a 
man yesterday ashe had seen him in other 
years, but was satisfied that he would never 
be asked into the arena again. His training 
under Muldoon and Cleary was admirable, its 
result surpassing all expectations, especially 
as when first put to work be was in a wretched 
condition. There was then nothing of bim but 
life, but Muldoon instead of training him at 
once nursed him as if he were achiid. Coburn 
calculates that Sullivan’s share of yesterday’s 
mill will net bim about $20,000 exclusive of the 
champion belt which, Coburn says, Sullivan 
will return to Fox. Said Coburn’ ‘‘Werelto 
be called on to fight Sullivan when the blanket 
were taken off and his matchless proportions 
displayed, I would say, ‘Sullivan, take the 
money; I don’t want it; it belongs to you.“ 

MULDOON IS HAPPY.

THE PERSIAN RULER, 


An Account of His Remarkable Career. 


This descendant of princes who once held 
the same suzerainty in the East that Charle- 
magne claimed in the West—this ‘‘King of 
Kings,’’ as be isto this day called throughout 
Persia and Afghanistan—is in many respects a 
highly remarkable personality, writes Rev. 
Mr. Haweils in the St. James Budget. He is 
between 60 and 70, but looks much younger. 


He came to the throne quite « young maa in 
1848. No one knew much of him then. As 
crown prince he was taciturn, fairly weil 
educated, without confidants, thoughtful and 
reserved, rather than studious. He was not 
supposed to be a man of action or specially 
apt for governing; butfrom the moment he 
ascended the throne a change caine ever bim. 
Every province in his Empire was then in 
open revolt. With the aid of a certain grand 
vizier of high genius—a man 80 great that had 
he lived be might have change: the face of the 
East—the young Persian monarch subdued the 
rebels and soon got the reins of power into his 
own hands. He then quietiy gave his grand 
vizier the go-by, turned a deaf ear to his 
would-be ceunsellors, breke the intrigues 
of the harem, smiled down the dismay ef the 
Jacks-in-office who had lerded it over his 
father, and proceeded to surreund himself 
with numerous chamberiains, who became 
less his ministers than his executive officers. 
At first he shewed signs of what is called 
Liberalism, and itseemed as though he might 
give his people some sert of constitution; but 
those were stormy times. The Shah has 
marked the fate of Louis Phillippe, of Bomba, 
of the late Russian Emperor, of Lincoln, 
of Garfield, of Napoleon III.; indeed, as he 
remarked some time ugo, with the excep- 
tien of Queen Victoria and the old German 
Emperor, there was dly a crowned bead in 
the world but what Md been either asSaassi. 
tated, threatened eposed. So he elected 
to keep all power lu bis own hands, and he 
has reigned for 40 years withont a rival over 
the most mixed, wayward and fanatical peo- 
plein Asia. Fromthe moment he ascended 
the throne, instead of exploiting the ceuntry 
for his pleasure, be applied himself to the arts 
of war in order that he might be strong, and 
then to an encyclosdi¢ course of stud in or- 
der that he might be wise. e has 
learned French since he became Shah. 
Geography isa passion wits him. He isan 
excellent muthematician, and 80 eod a 
financier that ne controls personally the 
whole expenditure of his court. He revises 
the accounts and suthorizes the payments. 
Hels a clever artist, an elegant poet, anda 
voluminous writer. Our Persian Minister, 
Malcom Khan, by far the most enlightened 
oriental now in England— perhaps in Europe 
has been heard to say that every dispatch re- 
ceived in England bears sigus of poving been 
read and corrected by the Shah, and theclear- 
est and ablest state papers are written with 
his own hand, He is surrounded 
by Oriental intrigues, but he dominates them 
all by sheer force of personal superiority, and 
he now leaves Persia without any govern- 
ment, except a shadowy authority left in the 
hands of three sons all born im’ the same year 
of three different mothers. What other East- 
ern potentate would beable to wield so ex- 
exceptional a sceptre without a catastrophe? 
At present the Shah rules through his Oham- 
berlains. These functionaries are persenal 
friends, who, however, know only so muck of 
his Majesty's mind as be chooses to reveal. 
They obey him implicitly, and he rules by 
keeping evérything in a sort of fine 13 
The harem, the princes, the State function- 
aries, the army, the religious fanatics, the 
merchants, the European and Asiatic pewers 
even, are all made to balance, to check, to 
counteracteach other, and the result is re- 
markable enough. 

No Shah for centuries has bad such a reign, 
both as to quantity and quality. In two con- 
turies Persia bas had about ten dynasties; but 
the Shah for near halfacentury has net only 
reigned supreme, but has been what perhaps 
no other potentate in Europe, Asia or Africa 
can boast of In an equal measure—he has been 
his own master. The Sultan Hamed 
never ventured outside his palace 
grounds. The Shah has twice quitted 
Persia to travel, and he now_ leaves 
his three sons as nominal viceroys—all, how- 
ever, rivals, who agree in nothing save in a 
great regard for — allegiance to their father. 
His government is, in fact, a real tour de 
force—the result of marvellous tact, knowl- 
edge of human nature and consummate practi- 
cai ability, and, we must add, a certain tem per- 
ance, tolerance, self-control and real mag- 
nanimity. The Shah is generous and torgiv- 
ing. He is a great respecter of religion and 
devout lu his personal habits, but 
no fanatic. He rises early. At 10 o’ clock 
breakfast he reeeives and converses with any 
learned and scientific or literary peopie or 
other visitors who may be invited to court. 
He talks a great deal and listens-very weil. He 
never uses a vulgar expression, and his lau- 
guage is singularly elevated and chaste in 
both matter and manner. He drinks very lit- 
tle. He eats of everything, but only a little of 
anything. Hunting ie hie great delight, and 
he pursues it re ularly for the sake of his 
health. Otherwise he is incessantly engaged 
with secretaries, wno write from dictation 
and translate the foreign books and newspa- 

ersforhim. Even when he rides abroad he 
s accompanied by a mounted seeretary, who 
reads aloud to him. He shows himself in all 

arts of his kingdom without fear, though he 

as more than once been wounded, and nearly 
assassinated by a fanatical sect of Persian 
Nihilists, 

From his great knowledge of history, aud 
especially European history, he has at last 
become cenvinced that Western civilization 
cannot be successfully resisted. This is at the 
root of his desire to travel. He-pot only wants 
to make favorable terms with foreign powers, 
but to berrow their methods and y pote the se- 
cret of their commercial and industrial suc- 
cess. He is convinced that Persia has an im. 
portant part te play in the regeneration an 
reconstruction of the East, and be com 
abroad to seek the al alliance and 
friendship of those ‘influence and at- 
tainments he admires and respects, and whom 
ue believes are ready to sympathize with his 
enlightened and liberal tions and 
him to achieve his objects. The Shab is for- 
tunate im pos {pe as Prince 
Malcolm a „the an Minister fa En- 
gland.

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PECULIAR INSTITUTIONS OF THE ANCIENT 
FEDERATION. 


How Manufactures Obtained a Footing— 
Land Commontiem Giving Way Before 
Modern Metheds—The Allotment of 
Wood and Other Ancient Customs—Vine- 
yards Cultivated in Common. N

Some of the political institutions of Switzer- 
land merit the attention of American leaders 
in public reform. The natural rights of the 
citizen are here more fully recognized than 
in any other country. Home rule is an es“ 
tablished fact in every commune (town- 
ship) through the referendum the people pos: 
sess the power of vetoing the laws passed by 
the communal, cantonal or federal legisiative 
bodies. The nation has no monarchic ruler— 
neither President nor King. The Swiss postal 
system is a model forthe rest of the world. 
The organization of the armyis unique and 
on a basis of perfect democracy. 

Switzerland, with its 15,892 square miles of 
territory, is one-third the size of the State of 
New York. Thirty per cent ofits area, com- 
prising mountains, glaciers, lakes and rivers, 
is uncultivable and 18 per cent isforests. The 
population in 1887 was 2,846,102. The num- 
ber of cantons (States) is twenty-two. French 
is the language of 608,007 inhabitants living in 


the four western canton of Geneva, Vaud, 
Neuchatel, and Valais; Italian that of 161,928, 
Uvins in the seuthern canton of Ticino; Ro- 
mande that of 38,705, living in the southeast- 
ern canton of the Grisons; Swiss-German that 
of 2,030,792, livingin the north and northeast 
eantons. Of the principal cities, Basle has 
78,968 inhabitants, (with 
suburbs, 73,504); Berne, 


Gall, 25,051; Chaux-de-Fonds, 24,372; Lu- 
cerne, 373; Neuchatel, 17,350. Only 14 per 
cent of the people (420.000) livein cities having 
more than 15. inbabitantse. Manufacturers 
=. 130,000 persons. 

The various altitudes of Switzerland, in 
which the average temperature ranges from 
lower to higher as it does from the climate of 
Virginia to that of Labrador, are divided by 
agriculturists into three zones. The lower 
zone includes all lands beneath a level 
of 2.500 feet above the sea, run 
ning as low as 643 feet at the border 
of Lake Maggiore, in the canton of Ticl- 
no, while on the shoresof Lake Geneva the 
attitude 1s 1, 156 feet. In this zone are cuiti- 
vated wheat, barley and other kinds of grain, 
large crops of fruit, and the vine, which is an 
abundant source of profit in Switzerland. The 
second zone, within the limits of which lies 
the larger part of Switzerland, includes 
the lower mountain ranges. Its al- 
titudes are from 2,500 to 5,000 
feet, and its ehief growth is great for- 
ests of pime, beech and larch trees. Above 
this rises the Alpine zone, upon the steep 
slopes of which are rich pasture grounds. Its 
highest levels reach 8,000, and in some places 
even 10,000, feet, where vegetation ceases and 
snow and giaciers take its place. In the 
mountain pusturages 1,500,000 head of cattle, 
horses, sheep and goats are fed annually. 

The system of communal lands is a remark- 
able feature in Swies polity. The common 
form of land tenure is the same as that of the 
United States. The rights of the tenant, how- 
ever, are mere strictly guarded in Switzer- 
land than in America. Dispossession is et- 
fected with difficulty. A tenant leav- 
ing a farm on the expiration of a 
lease is paid by a landlord for his 
improvements, a value being put even upon 
the trees of his planting, and if he is not of- 
fered a fair price for them he may go so far as 
to uproot them. But nearly every commune 
in Switzerland has public lands, and in many 
communes they are largely held and worked 
in common and tke shares in them periodic- 
ally redivided. 

A right tothe enjoyment of the communal 
domain is not erdinariiy possessed by all the 
inhabitants of a commune. Proprietorship 
must be inherited. Formerly a share io the 
cOmmoean property was asturedto each inhab- 
itant, but later, as population augmented, as 
more and more of the lands passed into private 
possession, and as new industries were devel- 
oped, there was atendency of the people of the 
peorer commune to migrate tothe territory of 


wine and bread that is the fruit of the 
joint laber is used at banquets at 
which all the members of the commune take 
part. Afailroad, however, which has been 
builtin recent years in the Rhone Valley in 
Valais has done much to disturb old com- 
munal customs. Cultivable land in other 
canons is usually alletted in smal! plots. 
At Stanz in Unterwald 9 oo - 
cupier is given more than ene English 
acre. At Buchs in St. Gall, besides 
firewood and runs fer several cattle each 
member of the cerporation is entitled to more 
than anacre. But whether the farming lands 
are worked in common er are alletted in small 
parcels, there is a tendeney, under the changes 
introduced in modern medes of living, to re- 
duce the number of the beneficiaries in the 
harvests. Though the common lands of 
Vaiais are, on the whole, well worked, a 
superior field hand finds it difficult to get any 
more of the preduct than a poor workman. 
The plan offers no inducement to merit that 
rises above the commen. It is difficult, too, 
te introduce new methods, as the slew and 
conservative must agree before the darin 

can advance. Inthe communes where smal 
pioits are worked by separate familiés the in- 
struments are mest primitive. One may 
walk a day over such lands and hardly 
sec a single horse at work, the hay 
being carried to the stables by the women and 
children. Grass and grain are cut with the 
scythe. The advantages that may be had in 
a large farm in cheosinag the best situation for 
eace kind of grain or fruit cannot be taken by 
the occupant of an acre or two. In fact, 
wherever meadow, alp, forest or field is sub- 
ject to minute division among those who hold 
them in common, the benefits to be derived 
are reduced toa minimum. A bare living may 
be assured these having title to the common 
property, but there the benofit halts. 

A poor man is forever vexed by a dilemma. 
If he works regularly for wages he will not be 
able to spend ‘the summer gathering winter 
provender for his cows; if he does net keep 
cows threugh the winter he may not be per- 
mitted to send any with the herds to the sum- 
mer pastures of the high Alps. If, a3 a wage- 
worker perhaps ina distant town, he does net 


these more bighiy favored. Consequently the 
members of families long established in a 
commune would form a close corporation and 
retain for themselves the benefit of the public 
lands. Hence arose two classes of citizens— 
simple residents and members of the corpo- 
ration. This dualism of the commune bas not 
led to bappy results. Generally, however, 
after much strife, the simpie residents have 
won some footing, though they are rarely 80 
well placed as decendants of the ancient cor- 
porations. 

The Federal statisticans cannot supply full 
information as to the amount and value of 
communal property in Switzerland. From 
what is to be obtained from several of the can- 
tons, however, the importance of the com 
mune lands as a social factor, may be 
inferred. One-third of all the lands ef the 
canton of Schaffhausen are held by 
the communes, The canton of Uri has 
nearly 1,000 acres of cnitivated lands, the dis- 
tribution of which gives about a quarter of 
an acre to each family entitled to a share in 
the commune. Uri has also forest lands worth 
between 4,000, 000f and 5,000, 000f, * 
a capital of nearly 1,500f foreach ef the fam- 
8 The commune of Obwald, in the canton 
of Unterwald, with 18,000 inhabitants, has 
lands and forests vaiued at 11, 350, Of. 
The Inner Rhodes in Appenzell, with 
10,000 inhabitants, has a public domaia 
valued at 8,000,000f. The town of Soleure has 
forests, pasture lands and cultivated lands 
worth 6,000,000f. The town of St. Gail has 
cémmon property worth mere than 6,000, 000f. 
In the canton ot St. Gall the communal Alpine 
—— comprise one- half ef all such lands. 

ore than 200 French communes possess com- 
mon lands. 

The methods of administertng the com- 
munal lands vary greatly. In several can- 
tons the means of satisfying the first 
wants of lite are provided to members 
of the corporations. They are entitied te 
obtain without any other cost than that of 
their labor the material fer their bulld- 
ings, pasturage fer their animais, their 
fuel, and a piece of land for cultivation. There 
are other cantons in which the communal 


treasury, may serve to reduce taxation. Be- 
tween these two extremes in methods many 
modifications of cach are practiced. 

Many communes divide the quantity of their 
mountain pasture lands into three parts, the 
feeding capacity of every alp being knewn, | 
the measurement being by cow runs. One por- | 
tion is reseryedfor the poor, asecond for 
members of the corporation and a 
third for such ersons as own a 
in the vaileys. 
A man in the third class may send up to the 
summer pasturage only as many cows as he 
has fed during the winter. A stranger cannot 
sendupany. Evena member of the corpora- 
tion may be sometimes prohibitedfrom a share 
in the mountain graes if he keep no cows dur- 
ing wister. These customs rest on tradition, 
and are little suited tothe circumstances in 
which many of the Swiss now live. If a 
peasant engages at other work than farming— 
and factories and hotels are at hand to in- 
duce him to leave hlt bit of land—he is liable 
to put ia —— his riguate in the pnbiic 
domain. ewcoomers with small capital are 
also encouraged. On theother hand, citizens 
who acquire land lu large amounts in the val- 
leys ma r y increase their herds 
intheaips. Thus the poor are finding them- 
selves being gradually squeezed out. 

The allotment of wood ie also often in ac- 
cordance with ancient custom. On certain 
days of the year all the peoble may enter the 
forests and gather fullen leaves. On other days 
they may collect twigs. Firewood ig allutted 
according to the number of members ina fam- 
ily and the property of which it is possessed, 
the well-to-do — £ larger 8 than 
the poor. In 1865 bodeorf in Uri had 1% 
som moners who were divided into four elasses. 
The 120 commoners of the first cliass—those 
who possessed property and who bad had fire 
and licht and who heated en oven the whole 
8 entitied to fell six large fir trees.

trees. The drawbacks as well as the unfair- 
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himself cultivate bis garden or farm plot, he 
may not make the best of it, and in time will 
forfeit his rights in it. The less property he 
accumulates, elther while earning wages or 
tolling in a primitive way on communal lands, 
he more likely is his share in the common 
preperty to diminish. Yet it may be quite 
safely assumed that the laws of these com- 
munes are just, f title to the land Is to be 
based on occupation and use, since people 
directly interested in their justice bave been 
discussing them fer more than a thousand 
ears. They were good enough while popu- 
ation was scant, while the people liveda 
purely pastoral and aricultaral life, and while 
men were content to live and die in the com- 
mune where they were born. 


There is one other method of administerin 
communal preperty, and it seems capable o 
being adapte enefally to modern condi- 
tions. In many localities the public lands are 
letand the profits applied to os public 
expenses. In Buchs, in addition to the allot- 
ments mentioned above, a revenue is derived 
from rented luads sufficient to support the 
pastor and the schoolmaster and 
to meet all public expenses with- 
out impesing any tax. The canten of 
Glaris has departed furthest from the ancient 
modes of partition. The preduce of the 
greater part of the communal lands, instead 
of being divided directly ameng the inhabit- 
ants is employed to cover the expenses of the 
commune. The commorable alps are let 
by auction for a term of years, and, in 
complete opposition to ancient prinoiples, 
strangers may bid for them. Some of 
the Glaris communes sell the right to 
cut timber in the forest under the superin- 
tendence of the guardians. The mountain 
hotels are usualiythe property of the com- 
munes, and are let year by year. Land is 
frequently rented from the commuses 
manufacturing establishments. A 
ot a corporation who does 
use his share of the com- 
munal land may lease it to the commune, who 
in turn wiilletit. The commune of Glaris are 
watchful that enough arable land is preserved 
for distribution amongthe members. If a 
plot is sold to a manufacturing establishment 
or for private building purposes a piece of 
equal or greater extent is bought elsewhere. 

Glaris has relatively as large a number of 
people engaged in industries ether than farm- 
ing as any spot in Europe. It has 35,000 in- 
habitants, of whom nearly fifteen thousand 
live directly by manufactures, while most ot 
the rest receive their ‘support from 
them indirectly. The canton is 
literally buried in the mountains, 
the only outiet by wagon road being 
northward toward Zurich. Arailread pene- 
trates the Linth Valley, which comprises 
most ofthe canton asidefrom the mountain 
land, the distance from its terminus at Lin- 
thal to Zurich r miles. The 
average width of t valley along the last 
fifteen miles of the line is not 
one mile, and 0 narrow is it in the 
last ten miles that Linth Creek is 
bridged six times by the railroad. The valley 
is studded with factories and the villa = 
„Wit 
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Glaris, Ennenda, Schvenden and Liath 
a total population of $10,000, depead largely 
upon manufactures for their existence. The 
raw material for the spianing mills and cotton 
factories of the vailey finds its way here 
through hestile tariffs, and the finished pro- 
duct must be carried back by a round- 
about route to the consumers of Europe, yet 
the establishments are flourishing and the 
population of the valley is increasing.

Results of a Tariff War. 


From the London Times. 

A report from the British Embassy at Rome, 
which has just been iaid before Parliament, 
gives some further details of the disastrous 
consequences to the trade of Italy of the tariff 


war with France. The imports of Italy in 1888 
amounted to 40, G8, 188, against £67,567 ,830 
in 1887, being a decrease of £17,909,675, or 
more than a fourth. The exports in 188 
were £38,606,518, while those of 1887 
were £45,492,836. Thetotal decrease in the 
trade in 13888 was over £28 ,500,000. Of the sev- 
enteen categories into which the Imports are 
divided sixteen show a decrease in value. 
Under the head of earth, stones, pottery and 
lass there was a small increase: of about 
„000. In cé@reals and vegetable products 
the decrease was 43,884,885; In minerals and 
metals, nearly 42, 000, % in ak, 1, 750, 008; 
in colonial goods, roms and tobaceo, 61,725,- 
891, and in cottiun goods, £1,688,983. ‘*The ac- 
tivity in manufactures in tron observable 
throughout Italy, combined witha steadily 
increasing import of coal, shows that this 
branch of industry, at any rate, la in a flour- 
ishing condition; bat otherwise there are n° 
symptoms apparent of the increased national 
production anticipated from the operation of 
the new general tarif.

THE WILMERDING WRECE. 
List of the Killed and Injared—Twe Bathers 
Drowned 


PITTSBURG, Fa., Jaly9.—The freight wreck 
at Wilmerding on the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
which occurred last night, bas not yet been 
cleared. Two bodies have been taken from 


the wreck and it is thought six or eight more 
at least were killed. Trainmen estimate the 
list of dead and injured at fifteen. A tramp, 
who escaped from the wreck, said there were 
twenty-five people at least on thetrain, Of 
these but ten or twelve escaped. One of the 
injured is a colored man who is so badly hurt 
he cannot recover. The 145 caughs fire 
from a car-load of whisky ich was wrecked 
and which was ignited in some unknown man- 
ner.

LATER PARTICULARS. 

As far as known, the freight accident on the 
Pennsyivania Railroad near Wiimerdin 
Station, twenty miles east of this city, las 
night, resulted in the death of three persons 
and the injury of three others. Their names 


are, killed: 
WA. CONNELLY, bootblack, aged about 
2 years, residence Pittsburg; killed 
outright. 


JOHN HIDE, newsboy, aged 15 years, resi- 
dence Pittsburg; died on way to hos ital. 

Unknown man, about 25 years old; died at 
the hospital. 

Injured: Andrew Kennedy, newsboy, aged 
14 years, Pittsburg, right arm and thigh 
broken, probably fatally hurt; Alfred Young, 
colored, aged about 2% years, Lima, O., con. 
tused back and otherwise seriously injured; 
John Kennedy, ed 23 years, Milwaukee, 
badly cut and bruised, will probabiy recover. 

A number of others were reported to have 
been caught in the wreck but no trace of them 
bas yet been found. The accident was caused 
by a broken wheel. The train. which consist- 
ed of thirty-seven loaded freight cars and two 
engines, left this city forthe East about 8:30 
o’clock last nightand the accident happened 
at 10 o’clock. Thirteen cars were completiy 
demolished. The wreck immediately 
took fire and was entirely destroyed. 
None of the train men were injured. The 
killed and injured, with the exception of Ken- 
nedy and Young, were stealing their way to 
Johnstown. A tramp who escaped said there 
were at least twenty-five persons on the train, 
but as nothing can be found of their remains, 
it is thought this was untrue. Trains east and 
west were delayed several hours, both tracks 
being blocked. The damage will reach many 
thousands of dollars.

This requires a 
wonderfully quick hand end eye, and, there- 
fore, I believe that the Atiantic States produce 
the pest trap shots in the world. Ia trap 


shooting, whether at live or clay 
pigeons, the difference in training mani- 
fests itself very clearly. Our Eastern 


sportemen stop their game much nearer the 
trap than is the custom bere. The percentage 
of birds falling dead ont of bounds is much 
smaller and to a casual observer our work ap- 
pears much better. It is certainly far more 
showy, but from what I have seen | doubt if it 
is quite as deadly. This is especially apparent 
when but one barrel is allowed. The Kastern 
men are wonderfully guick with their second 
barrel, and as they get off their first very 
guickly have a great deal of time in which to 
bring it to bear. The Western and Southern 
shots that I bave seen let their birds 
set well away from the traps, take deliberate 
aim and bring them down at long range with 
most remarkable accuracy. Necessarily the 
second barrel is of little use, and from the 
Western habit of taking deliberate aim and 
avoiding snapshooting as far as possibie its 
sphere of activity is still further circum- 
scribed.

THE QUEER FINDING OF.

: Weber is found guilty, 
and the general belief, based upon the inter- 
views with Sergt. Weber and Lieut. Watkins 
and the evidence in the caso, is that beyond 
any doubt Sergt. Weber is absolutely innocent 
of the charges made against him. Second, 
even the people who know nothing of law, 
military or otherwise, are surprised 
at the peculiar verdict which 
the court has rendered. When the 
PostT-DIsPaTCH suggested that this case 
might demoralize the whole army, most peo- 
ple took it as a joke, but the subsequent 
events prove that it was not simple irony, 
nor was it meantas such. The court-martial 
tried Sergt. Weber for obeying Gen. Greely’s 
orders, and proceeds to administer a rebuke 
to Gen. Greely for issuing the orders by find- 
ing Sergt. Weber guilty of the charges, 
though it acquits him on the specifications. 
The court further rebukes the entire signal 
service by making the Sergeant’s sentence 
the lightest punishment possible because of 
utter lack of military disciplinein the signal 
service.

The matter has 
not gone far, but as far as it has 


gone it has involved the commanding 
General of the Army and a general court- 
martialin a complicated disagreement over 
the Signal Service and that branch of the 
army of the United States is now rebuked and 
upheld alternately with a degree of vigor that 
is likely to work disastrous results. 

Mr. William C. Marshall, who appeared be- 
fore the court-martial as Sergt. Weber’s at- 
torney, was asked this morning what he 
thought of thefinding of the Court and he 
made the following vigorous reply: 

CHARGES AND SPECIFICATIONS. 

To properly understand the finding of the 
court martial in this Case it is necessary to 
recall the charges and specifications against 
Sergt. Weber. They were ortefly as follows: 

Charge 1. Disobedience of orders. Specific- 
ation: In this that be refused to vacate a seat 
at a desk although ordered three times to do

In this that when ordered to remove certain 
property from tbe private office ne said to 
Lieut. atkins, ‘Who is in charge of this 
office, you orl?’ ’’

court-martial found Sergt. Weber not guilty 
of the specifications to both charges, and 
guilty of both charges. Or, in other words, 
the court finds Weber not guilty of saying

of saying to Lieut. Watkins, ‘‘Who is in 
charge of this office, you or I;“ not guilty of 
refusing to vacate a gent at a desk until thrice 
ordered to do so. ‘Yet guilty of conduct 
prejudicial to good order and military disci- 
pline. Not guilty of refusing to vacate a seat 
atadesk, although ordered three times to do 
80; yet guilty of disobedience of orders! Toa 
lawyer 

THIS FINDING 18 ERRONEOUS, 
irregular and void on its face. In effect it is 
thut Weber did not door say a single thing 
charged against him, yet that he is guilty of 
conduct prejudicial to good order and military 
discipline and of disobedienee of orders! If 
Sergt. Weber was not guilty of the specific 
acts for which he was tried, pray for what 
offense was he found guilty? He was not gulity 
of anything specified, yet he was found guilty 
of conduct prejudicial to good order and mil- 
itary discipline and of disobedience ot orders! 
Wilisome member of the court rise and ex- 
Plain what be said or did upon which they say 
he is guilty or what orders he disobeyed! 

The court says he did not disobey Lieut. 
Watkins. For what act of disobedience do 
they, then, find bim guilty? He never was 
charged by any one else of being guilty of any 
other acts of disobedience or that were preju- 
dicial to good order and military discipline. 
Let it be understood that the charges simply 
refer to some article of war wherein an of- 
fense is prohibited and the punishment fixed. 
The office and use of specifications is to voint 
out, notify the accusod, specify the particular 
act or acts which constitute the offense, For 
instance, a man is 

CHARGED WITH MURDER. 

That is a crime prohibited by law. But as the 
law makes all murders crimes, to sim- 
ply say in an indictment that the 
defendant had been guilty of mur- 
der without specifying who he murdered 
would be ridiculous on ite face. Suppose, 
then, A was indicted for murdering B, and on 
trial the jury should find that A did not mur- 
der B, that, in fact, B was still alive, but at 
the sume time the jury should say A was guilty 
of the crime of murder, notofB, not of any 
particular person, Dut in general guilty of 
murder, even the most illiterate person 
would say such a verdict was ridiculous and 
the court would simply say that, having 
found A not guilty of the murder of B, the 
verdict that A was Kullty of murder gener- 
ally Was in effect an acquittal of A of the 
crime charged against him, andthat it would 
be time enough tor some other juryto find A 
guilty of some other murder when A was 
charged with it and had a day in court to de- 
fend himself, ,. 

Yet this is exactly what has been done in 
Sergt. Weber's case. The Court Martial bas 
found him not guilty of the acte charged 
againt him, yet guilty generally, of something 
for which he was not charged or tried, and 
which he had no opportunity of defending 
himself against. This is 

CONTRARY TO ALL LAW, 
to all military law and to common sense, not 
— mention the Constitution of the United 
states, 

DeHart, in his work on Military Law says: 
No additional charge can be entertained by 
a Coust-Martial against a prisoner, sub- 
sequent to the swearing of the Oourt 
and the raignment. his would seem 
to be established not only upon the known 
rule of lav, that no innovation shall take place 
pending the original issue, but also upon the 
terme of the oath administered to each mem- 
ber: ‘You do swear that you will well and 
truly try and determine, according to the evi- 
dence, the «matter now before you.’ The 
prisoner is undoubtedly amenable for acts 
unconnected with the matter in issue com- 
mitted either before or subsequent to the ar- 
raignment; but an offense thus questioned 
must be presented as a separate charge, and 
can only be noticed by the court under special 
authority when the trial will be distinct. The 
court, in order to try it, must first pase judg- 
ment onthe charges to which the prisoner 
has pleaded, and then, being re-sworn, pro- 
ceed without reference tothe former trial as 
in ordinary cases.’’ [DeHarts’ Military Law, 


p. 102.

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TOO MUCH RED TAPE, 


Why the President Failed to Receive the 
Customary Naval Salute. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DispPaTcn. 

New Ton, July 9.—Everybody at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard was excited yesterday 
when it became known that the usual salute 
of twenty-oue guns accompanied by the man- 
ning of yards, as required by law, had been 
omitted when the Government yacht Des- 
patoh, with President Harrison, the Secretary 
of the Treasury and other officials on board, 


steamed by the Brooklyn station in broad 
daylight Saturday. The President's flag was 
fy ng fromthe main mast, and the vessel's 
signal numbers were displayed as the 
Despatch pussed Blackwell’s Island. 
The look-outs on the receiving 
ship Vermont and along the ordnance 
wharf did not notice the Despatch as she 
neared the navy yard. Commodore Ramsay, 
commandant of the yard, first heard of the 
approach of the Despatch from a watchman 
who had been taking a quiet walk along the 
wharf. He noticed the ship coming down the 
river and rushed up tothe commandant’s 
office to make his report. 

Say, boss, there is a strange vessel with an 
awful big blue fag coming down the way,’’ 
said the watchman, who had been only a few 
wecks in the navy yard. Commodore Kam- 
say jumped from his chair and dis- 
patched a messenger with instructions 
to fire a President's salute. The 
Despatch had passed the Navy Yard in the 
meantime and was already beneath the Brook- 
lyn bridge when the first gun was fired. It 
was then deemed best to stop the salute alto- 
gether, and Commodore Ramsey dispatched 
an officer to a little steam cutter to apologize 
to the President. When the cutter caught up 
with the Despatch the President was about to 
land at the Jersey City depot. He accepted 
Commodore Ramsey's apology and assured 
the officer that he had not been looking for 
any salute. Commodore Kamsey said yester- 
day that it was true that the President had 
a ane saluted when he passed the Navy 

ard. 

I had not been notified of the President's 
movements, and when I learned of the Des- 
patch 's approach, I did everything to havea 
salute fired. The look-outs in the Vermont 
are to blame for this oversight. The Despatch 
asked for a tug to land the President at Jersey 
City, but ourtug was away at the time, and 1 
sentasteamiaunch. By the time the launch 
ran up along side of the Despatch a private 
tug had been already engaged. 

It was learned yesterday at the navy vard 
that even if the look-onte on the Ver- 
mont had noticed the Despatch when she 
steamed by Blackwell’s Isiandthe salute could 
not have been fired by the gunners on the Ver- 
mont without special orders from Commander 
Ramsay. It seems that Capt. Kirkland, the 
former commander of the Vermont, saluted 
Admiral Jouett, a few weeks ago, while on the 
cob dock. Commander Ramsay then issued a 
cast irou order that no saiutes should be fired 
hereafter without bis special instructions. 
When the Despatch was sighted Saturday the 
officers on the Vermont did not dare to violate 
the commander's orders, and had to wait un- 
til he gave permission to fre the President's 


salute. 


SHERIFF BRONSON’S SLAYER. 


William Miles Surrenders to the Sheriff of 
Greene County.

mediately placed in jail. Miles was closely 
pursued by a large posse from Taney County 
who, itis said, were bent on violence should 
be be captured. He gave them the slip Sun- 
day morning and started through the woods 
for Springfield, and last night sent word to the 
Sheriff that he was only a short 
distance outside the city and desired to 
surrender. The Sheriff with his deputies re- 
paired to the appointed place and found Miles 
waiting with a 45-caliber Colt’s revolver to 
give himself up. Miles will be tried here for 
the murder of Capt.Nat Kinney by the Criminal 
Court, which sits Monday, and says he has no 
doubt as to his acquittal. He also says that 
Sheriff Bronson and Deputy Funk were to 
blame and that he believes he and his brother 
will be acquitted when the case is tried.

fendants, Weary of the Delay, Walk tn 
and Surrender Themsealves—A Thirty- 
Quail-in-Thirty-Days Policy—Changes in 
Federal Positious—The Acting-Mayer De- 
clines to Act. 


This morning United States Marsbal Emer 
son’s force of deputies sat idle in their cool 
rooms on the north aide of the Federal bulld- 
ing. Why they should be idle while duty is to 
be done seems incomprehensible. The Mar- 
shal can only arrest when a capias is placed 
in hie hands by the clerk of the District 
Court. The clerk only issues the capias when 
ordered to do so by the District Attorney’s 
office. 

Nearly three weeks ago the Federal Grand- 
jury returned a batch of Indictments against 
politicians for participation In naturalization 
frauds of 1886 and 1888, Into the District Court. 
A few days later another batch was returned, 
and two weeks ago the jury completed their 
labors. It was expected that some of these 
cases would be tried before the summer ad- 
journment, but Judge Thayer was allowed, 
after giving due notice of his intention, to 
discharge the petit jury. Then it 
was expected § that the defendants 
would all be arrested without delay. 
For some unknown reason this was not done. 
The os piases have been issued by twos and 
threes and the arrests have been strung out 
over many days. Thereisno difficulty in ap- 
prehending the indicted parties. More than 
half of those who have given bond, tired of 
seeing themselves indicted day after day in 


the newspapers and walked into court with 
their securities to give bond for their appear- 
ance. If the object of the thirty-quail-in- 
thirty-days policy has been to terrorize the 
politicians it has proved an ignominious [ail- 
ure, though it bas necessitated numerous 
references to the arrests and the 
District Attorney’s office in the newspapers. 
There cun be no such object in view as 
strenthening the cases by questioning the de- 
fendants because they are not even seen by 
any representative of the Government in 
many instances. When they are arrested or 
appear to give bond the Marshal states that 
he has not vet received capiasesfor certain 
persons who were indicted weeks ago. 


Missouri Appointments. 


Capt. A. C. Widdecomb, ex-Chairman of the 
Republican State Committee, has returned 
from Washington, whither he went to prose- 
cute his claims for an appointment to a 


legal clerkship in one of the departments. 
He has not yet succeeded in getting 
the appointment gs the expected charges have 
not been made. If Filley had any influenec 
at Washington it would be useless for his 
predceessor to apply for anything asin the 
deposition of Widdecomb to make room for 
Filey, who wanted to be at the bead of the 
State Committee during the campaign year, 
bad feeling was created. . 

News also comes from Washington of the 
probable dismissal of Cornelius MacBride from 
the position of Inspector of the Interior De- 
partment, which pays $2,500 and traveling ex- 
penses.

Federal officials in the West. MacBride was 
one of Capt. D. P. Slattery’s friends during 
the last municipal campaign, and in return 
Capt. Slattery exerted himself with local 
friends of the Administration to secure Mac- 
Bride a position in the Post-office Department. 

hen Secretary Noble learned the backing 
macBride had he offered him the place in the 
Interior Department whieh he now fills. 


He Declines to Act. 


Comptroller Stevenson has organized his 
new office at the City Halland is about to 
make some changes which Republican as- 
pirants for place began to fear would not be 


made. Yesterday the Comptroller forwarded to 
Acting Mayor Walbridge two nominations for 
approval. The acting Mayor is a Republican, 
who might approve of Republican appoint- 
ments without outraging his political feelings.

Each 
on entering office gave the other assurances 
that he would do anything in his power to 
make the administration a success. ft Comp.- 
troller Stevenson recommends the appoint- 
ments on the ground of improving the service 
Mayor Noonan will probably approve ofthe 
nominations.

A COLORED MINISTER IN TROUBLE. 


Afrested After Services, Charged With Be- 
ing Implicated ia a Murder. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 9.—Rev. KE. F. Flemon, 
alias John Yedell, was arrested at 10 o’clock 
last night in this city just after he had con- 
cluded services as a minister in a colored 
chureh on Arthur street, on a charge of mur- 
der. The arrest was the result of a telegram 
received by Inspector McAleese from 
Sherif F. Lyon of Edgefield, County, 
8. C., a few days ago. The telegram 
stated that Flemon or Yedell had been 


implicated in a brutal murder in that city in 
1886, but fled atthe time and had not on 
heard of since until a short time ago when, 
through a letter addressed to somebody in that 
locality, it was learned that he had located in 
this vicinity. From the description given of 
the man the officers decided that Rev. E. 
Flemon’’ of the Arthur Street Church was 
their man and last night, after the services, 
they arrested him at his boarding-house. He 
seemed greatly surprised when told what he 
was wanted for, but would not acknowledge 
that he was the man. He was taken to Central 
Statin, where he was searched and «a 
number of letters addressed to Rev. Flemon 
were found upon him. What the letters con- 
tained the officers kept to themselves.

We thought and still think thatthe fire was 
managed as well as it could be. In 
the first place the building contained a 
furniture store, and a furniture store 
makes the worst fire known. It contains 


more inflammable material aud burns faster 
1 started than any other kind of a store.

to be burned out completely at least once. 
And when a tire starts within 
the wealis of such 4 store hard, 
quick work is needed to keep it there.

They also certify that the lowest bid received 
was that of John B. O'Meara, amount $19,640, 
and recommend that said bid be rejected as 
the price is too high. The price bid by Mr. 
O’Meara being $4.91 per square. 

The following is a comparison of contract 
prices under which this work was done in this 
district during the past four years, Viz:

THE EARL UF FIFE. 


The Nobleman WhoIs to Marry the Prince of 
Wales’ Daughter. 


The formal announcement of the betrothal 
of the Princess Louise of Wales, oldest daugh- 
ter of the British heir-apparent, to the Hari of 
Fife has given that person an importance 
which he could not previously derive from his 
rank and wealth, says the Buffalo Courter. He 
is a man of nearly 40 years, and therefore only 
eight years younger than his prospec- 
tive father-in-law, while he is seventeen 
years older than his bridw-elect. His full 
name is Alexander William George Duff, Earl 
of Fife and Viscount Macduff. Before he suc- 
ceeded to the Earldom, ten years ago, he was 
known by the courtesy title of Viscount Mac- 
duff. The Duff family claims to descend from 
Macduff, the Scottish Thane, immortalized in 
Shakspeare’s tragedy of Macbeth.“ But the 
present title of Barl of Fife was created about 
the middle of the last esntury as an Irish peer- 


age. The present bearer of the 
titlo, who inherited it with 1 
vast estate, a few years ago was sum 


moned to the House Lords as a peer of the 
United Kingdom with the same title. He 
therefore is the first English Kari of Fife, and 
as such he has at present no heir of his Tank 
arid title, while his Irish peerage would go to 
a kinsman in case he should die leaving no 
issue. It has been alleged that he will be 
made a duke on his marriage with the daugh- 
ter of the Prince of Wales. This is quite 
probable. Queen Victoria bestowed a title or 
titular addition—that of ‘‘royal highness’ 

—not only upon her own husband, the late

Amalgamation of the Mackay- Bennett and 
French Cables. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

Hatirax, Nova Scotia, July 9.—The manage- 
ment and operation of the French cable from 
Sydney to St, Pierre, and thence to France, 
has been taken by the Mackay-Bennett Oo. 
Geo. C. Ward, the Mackay-Bennett New York 
manager, is now in Nova Scotia superintend- 
ing the amalgamation. The French company’s 
lines from Louisburg, where the cable 


landed, to Syndey have been dismantied, 
and the cable steamer Ponyner Querties 
hes laid a new cable from the main 
land at Louisburg to Fox Island, Canso. 
From Fox Island to Hazel Hill, Canso, the 
cabie station of the Mackay-Bennett Line, the 
distance is four miles. The Mackay-Bennett 
offices and the landing piace of the French 
cables are connected with ‘‘a French cable,“ 
thatis, acable buried in a trench four feet 
deep, or under water. The Mackay-Bennett 
and the French companies have entered into 
an amalgamation which will be a rival to the 
cable pool. They, it is said, form connections 
with the Canada Pacific telegraph system, 
and in afew weeks the Canada Pacific land 
lines will bave completed connection with the 
cables at Canso. In order to have another 
aud independent connection with the United 
States, a new cable is to be immediately laid 
between Canso and Boston.

THE ONEIDA COMMUNITY. 


Legal Proceedings by a Member for Its Dis- 
solution. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NEW Lokk, July 9.—The famous Oneida 
Community, established in 1834 by John Hum- 
phrey Noyes, at Oneida, N. I., has been in 
litigation for some time, and a motion for its 
dissolution wil be made by Col. G. Hail to- 
morrow before Referee W. W. Waters of Sy- 
racuse, N. T. The motion bas been brought 
by Charles A. Burt, one of the members of the 
community. In his complaint he sets forth 
that in 1884 the plan of the community 


was changed, and that from an 
association in which each member had 
an equal share and lived together, under 
one roof, it has become, under the new man- 
agement, a corporation in which membership 
is simply represented byacertain number of 
shares of stock. This transformation, Mr. 
Burt argues, ig contrary to the intention of 
the founder, John Humpbrey Noyes, and asa 
consequence of the departure from the oid 
method of living the stock has passed into 
the bands ofa trust, and the interests of indi- 
vidual members have been gobbied up by cer- 
tain capitalists, He therefore asks for an ac- 
counting, a recelversuip and a dissolution of 
the corporation. This singular community 
has been in existence since 1834. John Humph- 
rey Noyes, the founder, was ordained to the 
ministry after a cotleslate course at Dartmouth 
College. In 1838 he founded a sect called the 
Perfectionists and drew up the first plan of 
the society which afterward became the 
Oneida Community. He and his followers 
claimed to possess a peculiar phase of re- 
ligious experience, having tor its basis spirit- \ 
ual intercourse with God, which, Noyes 
taught, may proceed so far, even in this life 
as to destroy selfishness, and so make an end 
of sin. The communities were founded, one 

N. Y., and the other at Walling- 
port, Conn. A Unitarian home was estab- 
lished at Onelda. The members engaged in 
agricuitural pursuits, manufactures and prac- 
tice ofthe fine arts. In 184 the community 
owned property to the value of over 3500. 000. 
The practice of free love has been abolished, 
and married couples form now apart of the 
socisty.

B. F. Saylor’s House on Cabanne Avenue 
and Pine Street Entered Early This 
Morning—Two Watchmen and a Police- 
man Give Chase to the Housebreaker and 
Fail to Catch Him. 


T about 8:30 o’clock

The fugitive ran down the 
sidewalk on the west side and those who were 
leaning out of the windows of the houses on 
the west side could observe by the moonlight 
that he wasanegro. He was

Some of the spectators of the exciting chase 
thought that the fugitive had turned at 
the residence of Alphonso Whipple on 
the corner of Laclede avenue and Cabanne 
and continued west. Uthers were of the 
opinion that he had turned Into the yard of 
Nathan Goldsmith’s residence, No. 9 Cabanne 
avenue.

PANIC ON A STEAMER. 


A Foolish Cry of Fire Nearly Results in a 
Serious Disaster. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraroen. 

New Tonk, July 9.—Whuile the steamer Syl- 
van Shore was returning to her dock in Har- 
lem about 5 o’clock on Sunday afternoon, 
with a party of excursionists from Oak Point, 
an accident happened that fora time prom; 
ised to be attended with serious results. 
When near the sunken meadows, off Randali’s 
Island, some of the passengers were suddenly 
deluged with hot water blown from the ex- 
haust pipe alongside the smokestack. THIS 


was followed by a dense cloud of suffo- 
cating smoke which began to pour 
from every crevice about the stack 
andthrough the decks, filling every part of 
the boat. There were about one hundred 
passengers aboard at the time, and one of 
them, a German, whose name could not be 
learned, at once raised the cry of ‘‘fire.’’ In 
an instant it was taken up by others and cries 
of ‘‘fire,fire,’’‘‘the boat is on flre, rang from 
all parts of the vessel. Thenascene of con- 
fusion and panic took place. Women fainted, 
while the men aboard made a wild scramble 
for tne life preservers, trampling over the 
AA a women in their eagerness to secure 
heir own safety. Many balt-growu boys who 
were aboard began hastily todisrobe them- 
selves and sprang to the rail, ready to 
jump into the river. Some of the 
men shouted to Capt. Butler, who was 
at the wheel, to beach the vessel, Dut 
he kept the boat on its course. All this time 
the vessel was enveloped in a cloud of smoke, 
and to make matters worse two Italians 
aboard started a fight in their struggles to 
reach the rail. 

In the meantime some of the deckhands had 
mounted tothe hurricane deck and used the 
Are buckets to good efiect, pouring water 
down alongside the stack where most of the 
smoke was coming from. Capt. Butler still 
kept the boat on her way down the river, and 
when just off the southern point of Randall’s 
Island the steamer Osseoof the same line, 
under command of Capt. Charles H. Long- 
street, came alongside and took off 
the passengers, landing them at the foot of 
One Hundred and Thirtieth street.

This had caused the dense 
smoke and had created the panic. While 
there had been little danger of the vessel be- 
ing burned, there had been great danger of a 
serious loss of life from thepanic. Frank 8. 
Moore of 214 East Twenty-first street, who 
was a passenger on the boat, says that had 
not the Osseo appeared just at the moment she 
did dozens of 8 would have been strue- 
galing in the water. He says that 
most of the men aboard were Ger- 
mans; some of them acted like cowards, 
deserting their wives and children in their 
anxiety for their own safety. In the con- 
fusion of landing the passengers the man who 
raised the ry fre“ and the fighting Italians 
escaped. Several ladies were known to be 
slightly injured by being trampled upon, but 
they refused to give their names and ad- 
dresses. When the scare was ended tne Syl- 
van Shore resumed her trips to Oak Point, 
and was running regularly all day and yester- 
day. No materlal damage was done by the 
fire. The Osseo and Sylvan Shore belong to 
Capt. Longstreet and his brother, and are 
used on excursion routes. The Sylvan Shore 
is not the tamous old side-wheel boat by that 
name, but a propeller, having accommoda- 
tions for 150 passengers.

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FOUND ON THE “TORN’’’ 


The Skeleton of a Man Who Had Been Min 
ing Since April 1.

Nrw York, July9.—The body of Geo. van. 
zile of Philburn, N. T., was found yesterday 
in the Torn, the highest peak of the Ramapo 
Mountains, in Rockland County. The sides 
ofthe Torn are covered with an almost un- 
broken forest. A gray granite precipice forms 
its southern side and from its summit a glort. 
ous panorama of nature awards all who make 


the toilsome ascent. The waters of New Vork 
Bay, and the Statue of Liberty can be seen \y 
the far distance. Half way up the mounten 
side ig a plateau covered thick with trees and 
tangled underbrush. On this level spot 
the soldiers of the revolution established 4 
brick kiln to furnish the material for the bake 
ovens built in the valley below for the use of 
the American army which occupied the pass 
during all the years of the revolution. u 
was upon this plateau that Wm.

The fleshless trunk, legs 
and arms were still covered with tuttered, 
weather-stained clothes, but the head had 
been torn away by wild animals and lay sey. 
eral yards beyond. Both hands were missing, 
At the sido of the body lay a rusty 35-caliber 
revolver a. loaded except one chamber. 
The clothed skeleton lay on a thick bed of 
leaves, as though the desperate man bad gatn. 
ered them together to rest upon during hig 
last aoars of life. 

The two bee-bunters, Who had known Geo. 
Van Zile,quickly identified the skeleton by the 
clothing. Van Zile was 38 years old and un 
married, the don of James Van Zile, 
the engineer at the Ramapo fron works, 
He was a machinist by trade and an excellent 
workman. but was in the habit of going of 
alone on prolonged sprees.

The hunters re- 
ported their discovery to Coroner Demorest, 
who, with the father of the missing man and 
a crowd of villagers, climbed the mountais 
with a coffin and gathered up the bones, which 
were removed to the house of mourning.
